The Prelates; who ever preferd a paire of well- gilt tnna- 
ble Organs before godly _ pious Sermons, who (as in 
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divers bookes hath beene already,ſufficiently declared) had 
broght us to ſuch apaſſe,that we muſteither fly beyond Sea,

buls roarc, lcſiits pwr, the Divell nelpes ; but thot Jeho- 
_ v.h, our oMmnipotent Golrho is prefert inall pl-ces,doth 
{till diſcover, and to. his enl'e: glory prevent therr trea- 
cherous deſignes againſt his Church and faichfall chil- 
dren,as is verificd by the Propter, The a:n2o1ly ſeerh the juſl 
4nd ſecketh orcayon t0 flay him, but the Lord mill not leave him in 
* his hand, nor condemne him when he'is indged.. oh 

This helliſh crew, having bin divers times fruſtrated of 
their wicked conſpiracies inand abourtteCity of London, 
nor daring any longer to make rheir abode fo neere the 

renowned” Authors of their nareſiſtable ruine in this King- 
_ dome, thought to try one projet m3re,a little remote, in 
"apart, that if all hit , might prove a great hazard to the 
whole, before they made a finall depirture. 
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Arm'd with fach and the like bloody -refofutions, about” 
150, or 200, Papiſts very privately in fmall companies, 
rode downeto Oxford, and tooke up their lodging in feve- 
ra[l places thereabouts,ſo that no manhad rhe leaft thought ' 
of harme or ſuſpition of them, Till within few dayes atter 
they had contrived their plot.(which as moſt rhinke , was 
rt b12:y up the Ciry with Gugypowder ) and -or allhings 
in readineſſ> to exccute it ; on Sunday the 9. of 7n. laſt, 
they began ta gather cogether, riding .in , and about , and 
throughrte City, by fix or ſeven in a.Tronope, all that day 
andthe next; which bred great terrour and feares , inthe 
kearrs of rhe people thereabouts. 

This proceeded tiro dayes,and then theſe poore deluded, 
bur miſchievous minded wretches , thinking their Strata- 
gem fo recrero be afted, as good as done alreaiy, Eegan to 
orve daring 2ndpreſumptuouswordsto the inhabitants, ſay- 
ing they card not a 1nth.for the beſt im Ergl/and , let what 
would happer, they ſhould d5e well enc-ugh, they made no 
queſtion. 

Hereupon , and not without caufe, ſome of the Major 
p:rt ofthe C:ry,l1ving ſuſpition of ſome plor layd againſt 
thcir lives, toOK counſell together,and concluded to make 
a narrow ſearch tn every koule, for the prevention of ſuch. 
fudden dangers. thar otherwiſe might unavoydably inſae. 

This was tmme:Hatly put in a@ion,and on Thurſday faſt 
being the 13, Of this preſent /anuary, 1641. The Officers
